BRAVE MEN 


Monongah, W. Va., Dec. 9—Fire 


which broke out in the Monongah 
mine, 3Vo. 8, yestevday, stopping the 
resale work, was put out this morn- 
ing and rescuers went back into the 
mine. By 9 o'clock this morning, 
tight more bodies had been taken out 
bringing the total number up to 51. 
If there are no more fires the rescu- 
ers expect to recover at least 100 bod- 
ies today. 


There is no more room In the 


morgue, and bodies are being pre- 
pared for. burial at the mouth of the 
mine. Bishop Donohue, of the Cath- 
olic diocese of Wheeling is here and 
has assumed charge of the'work of 
caring for the widows and orphans. 
He is endeavoring to arrange some 
permanent plans for their future. 


Guards have been placed about Mo- 


iiongah and the town is practically 
under martial law, though good order 
has prevailed. 
There is no present 


need oi food. There will be need of 
clothing before long, however, and 
appeals for aid will be issued.

Monarch Who Was Universally Beloved 


Succumbs to Long Illness. 


HE WAS A VERY REMARKABLE MAN 


Physically, Mentally and Morally—The Dead Rdler 


is Deeply Mourned—Gusta! is Now King 


of Sweden—Died of a Broken Heart. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Dec. 9.—Gustaf, 


the new king of Sweden, is in confer- 
ence with members of his 
ministry 


today, preparing a forntJh proclama- 
tion to be issued to .his people. 
No 


change is anticipated from. King Os- 
car's policies. 
No date has been set 


for the coronation of the new king, 
who took the oath of ofHce immediate- 
ly following his father's death. 


Stockholm, Dec. 9.—Surrounded by 


the members of his family, the vener- 
able King Oscar of Sweden died 
at 


9:10 o'clock Sunday morning in. 
the 


royal apartment of the stately palace 
here which had been his< ho'me for so 
many years. _ As he breathed his last 
the aged queen Sophia and the Crown 
Prince Gustaf, "Who now succeeds to 
the throne, knelt in prayer at the bed- 
side of the dying monarch, while the 
high ministers of state were grouped 
about with bowed heads. 


Great crowds had gathered in 
the 


streets leading to 
the palace and 


stood uncovered breathlessly awaiting 
the announcement that the sovereign 
they loved so well had at last been 
called 
to his fathers. 
When 
the 


melancholy tidings reached them an 
audible sob went up from the thous- 
ands of silent spectators and 
with 


tear-stained faces 
they quietly dis- 


persed to their homes. The notice was 
given by the dipping of the flag on 
the roof of the palace. For a moment 
the great crowd stood as stunned, and 
as the sob of anguish went up many 
were heard to say in broken tones 
"Our 
dear old king is dead." 


Word was passed quickly about the 


city and carried by telegraph through- 
out the kingdom until 
the whole 


country was swept by a great wave of 
grief. 
Every citizen 'of Sweden felt 


that he had lost in the king a dead 
personal friend. 
The anguish 
from 


the people was all the greater 
be- 


cause of the .fact that they know that 
the king they had cherished so dearly 
had died of a broken heart. The blow 
that broke the 
old 
monarch down 


came when Norway severed herself 
from the kingdom and set up a sep- 
arate government. That the king's 
heart was broken was signified by the 
doctor's, who in fheir final diagnosis 
stater] that the monarch's heart 
had 


been weakened, undoubtedly by griev- 
ing.

in New York city as secretary of tht

Laureate of Freedom. 


It is almost impossible to believe 


that theie v, as a period in \\ hittier"* 
lite \\heii in most paits of the coun- 
try his name was practically "a hiss 
iug and a byword.'' This was due to 
his antisla\eiy poems at a time when 
the abolition movement bad few sup 
porters. 
AVhittier was vindicated b> 


e\ents. but e\ en without that \indi 
cation the" great bulk of his gentlei 
verse would have ghen him uimersf) 
esteem. 
The year betoie he died i 


critic wrote: 


"YV hittier is above all the laureate 


of fieedom, and if an\ one gioup 01 
division of his poems \\eie to be chosen 
as surer than the rest to stand for his 
fame against the wastes of time sucl. 
triumphant immortality would proba- 
bly be predicted for those songs 01: 
slavery, at once so faery in their indig 
nation and scorn, so rich in eloquence 
so thrilling in hopeful aspiration, so 
sueet in pathos and humanity."

their own view as to this estimate. I 
is quite probable, however, that the 
a\erage reader will prefer "Maud Mul 
ler," who raked the meadows sweet

"Snow-Bound"^ of course compels 


mention among the immortal few of 
Whittier's poems that were not born 
to die. This idyl of New England ru- 
lal home life stands apart in English 
literature. It is not a stirring epic to 
move nations, but just a homely, 
huartful record of a sane and whole- 
some phase of life that has departed 
Its appeal is not to the intellect, but 
straight to the heart. In these days of 
overgrown cities, clanging interurban 
trolleys, farmhouse telephones, auto- 
mobiles in the barnyard shed or on the 
fine turnpike that passes by the gate 
this picture of New England life as it 
was Ined a hundred years ago. with 
flic quaint and kindly comments of 
tae Quaker poet, is just as surely one 
of the American classics as is Shellej's 
"Adonals," so different in theme and 
treatment, a part of the high glory ol 
English song. 


It may startle the student of poetry 


to find the name of Shelley mentioned 
with that of Whittier e\en in contrast 
Yet between these two poets there was 
a certain analogy which should not be 
overlooked. Shelley in his brief time 
was the British bard of protest. Cast 
ing aside all religious teaching, he 
sounded a high and piercing note 
against 
human injustice. 
Whittier, 


while retaining his early religions im- 
pressions, sounded a note not less high 
and piercing against the one_form of 
human injustice which in his first pe 
riod raised its head for attack. 


'•Ils is eminently a poet of human! 


ty—the champion of the oppressed, the 
leader of the aspiring, the comforter 
of the afflicted, the lover of the lowly," 
says the critic quoted earlier. "Above 
all, the dominant note in Whittier's 
poetry is that of sweet, simple, ic- 
ligious faith. No other great poet of 
our century has written precisely in 
this strain. How many a hue of his 
rushes to the memory, pure and grate- 
ful as a drpft from a mountain spring: 
Radinnt, sunny, trustful without si'p 
plication and de\out without cant, in 
their unaffected grace they Mug them- 
selves into every herrt not totally de- 
void of susceptibility to the religious 
sentiment."

•> iew of the Quaker poet's exem- 


plary lite and his writitiL's. "trustful 
without .supplication and devout with- 
out cant." it is interesting to learn that 
his publishers announce a constantly 
iii( reading demand 
for 
his works 


Whittier. however, was one poet who

df.ith for recoirnition of a pecuniary 
sort. His poems sold well during his 
lifetime, particularly after the publica- 
tion of his "Snow-Round" in IbiiS. By 
wise investments his: holding-* wore in- 
creased, s-o that he left a fortune of 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars.

Citiet Get Rid of Their Lighting Plant! 


at a Lots to Save Themselves From 
Greater Loss. 
The mayor of English, Ind., writes 


that the municipal electric light plant 
was sold for 35 per cent of its cost 
"because of the financial loss to the 
city." As it bad been operated only 
five years, this makes the depreciation 
13 per cent a year-. 


The municipal light and water plants 


of England. Ark., have been leased to 
G. \V. Morris for six years. The rea- 
son assigned for this action is "gross 
mismanagement." 


Although the qualified voters of Val- 


ley City, N. D., at an election called for 
the purpose, voted by a majority of 
nearly three to one to sell the electric 
light plant, thG city council by a vote 
of foufr to three has decided- not to sell, 
but instr-ad to "pom] S120OO on now 
machinery. 
Apparently the plant Is 


too valuable a political asset to be sur- 
rendered at the mere call of the ta* 
payers, twice repeated. 


The president of the village of Mil- 


ford Center, O, writes that the mu- 
nicipal electric light and water plants 
were sold for ?o,33o. The latest re- 
port available gives the amount of 
bonds outstanding as $12,000. 


Prior to its lease ten months ago the 


electric light plant of Linton, Ind., was 
badly run down and was costing the 
city from §200 to 5500 a month owing 
to incompetent management It is al- 
ready on a paying basis, and the fine 
service furnished by It is in marked 
contrast to what was supplied when it 
was operated by the city. 


The municipal electric light plant of 


Gravesend, X. Y.. constructed at a cost 
of approximately §120,000, .was never 
put into operation and was sold for 
?31,100 tfter the^aunesation of Graves- 
end to Brooklyn. 


The electric light plant bought by the 


city council of Carrollton, Ga,, was op- 
erated only a few months on account 
of the protests of tbe citizens and was 
turned over to the former owners. 


In 1901 the city of Dunkirk, Ind., 


purchased the electric light plant, as- 
suming tbe bonded indebtedness of 
§23,500. As it was not paying its way 
the city effected a compromise with 
the bondholders, to whom the plant 
was turned over, the city making a 
cash payment of §2,300. The mayor 
writes that the sale was due-to "politi- 
cal changes in control." 


A municipal electric light plant was 


installed by Ellwood City, Pa., in 1001 
at a cost of $13,00d By 1904 it had be- 
come inadequate to carry its load, so 
the generating plant was shut down 
and has stood idle ever since, power 
being supplied by a private .company. 


An electrical engineer who devoted 


some weeks to rehabilitating it writes 
that the municipal electric light plant 
of Montpelier, Ind., was. a complete 
failure and that'll was turned over to 
tbe present owners for a dollar on 
condition that they would assume tbe 
outstanding bonds- ($38,000). The city 
got nothing for the funds contributed 
by the citizens -to.-make repairs.- An- 
other -authority states -.that for three, 
months before the sale there had been 
no: street lights available and for part 
of that period no incandescent lights.

A CHEAP LESSON. 


New York Abandons Its Experiment' tn 


Municipa' Lighting. 


About two years ago the city of 


New York installed at a cost of .?122,- 
348 a combined garbage incinerator 
and electric light plant, the current 
developed being used to light the Wil- 
iamsburg bridge. The intention \vas 
to effect a saving over tbe cost of 
ighting the bridge by contract, and 
after the plant bad been in operation 
six months Commissioner Woodbury 
estimated that the saving amounted to 
about 40 per cent. 


It was therefore somewhat of a sur- 


prise to those \\ho were not aware of 
:be real facts to learn that the lighting 
plant had been shut down. The engi- 
neers in charge frankly admit that the 
?Iant bus been run at a loss," and, al- 
JioTigh they are chary about -giving 
figures, the best information obtaina- 
ble is to the effect that the loss amount- 
ed to about $25,0€X£ a year as compared 
with the cost by> Contract In other 
words, it cost the city with free fuel 
about twice as much to, light the 
>ridge as a private- company charges, 
although the company has to. buy Its 
'uel. 
It is fortunate for New York that it 


made its electric lighting experiment 
on a small scale, for if it had under- 
:aken to do all Its public lighting and 
iad sustained a proportionate loss the 
ffect on the tax rate (and Indirectly 
an rents) would have been such as to 
make the M. O. advocates move to some 
ocality where their theory had not be- 
come a condition. As It is the lesson
